(L. 8.) 

To the Inhabitants of the Town of Henniker in the County 
of Merrimack in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs. 

You are hereby notified to meet at Town’s Meeting House 
in said Henniker on Tuesday, the 13th, day of March next at 
Nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following 
subjects: 

1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensu- 
ing, and to elect one Selectman for three years. 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year, and make ap- 
propriation for the same. 

3. To hear and act upon the reports of Town Officers, 
Library Trustees, Trustees of trust funds and committees. 

4. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to 
raise to repair highways and bridges. 

5. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
for maintenance of its state aid and its Trunk Line Roads. 

6. To see what sum of money the Town will note to raise 
and appropriate for permanent improvement to Contoocook 
Valley Trunk Line, Chapter 93, Laws of 1915. 

7. To see if the Town will vote to accept the provision of 
Chapter 117, Laws of 1917 on a section of the Contoocook Val- 
ley Road so called and appropriate, or set aside from the 
amount raised for highway work, the sum of $500.00 for 
this purpose. 

8. To see if the voters will accept the offer made by Leander 
A. Cogswell and raise the sum of not less than $1500.00 or 
more than $1800.00 to be expended on the Weare road so 
called, upon certain terms and conditions and to pass all votes 
necessary thereto. 

9. To see if the Town will vote to raise the sum of Five 
Hundred Dollars for support of the Public Health Nursing As- 
sociation or take any action thereto. 

10. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate to defray the expenses of observing Memorial 
Day. 

11. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
in addition to that required by law for the support of Tucker 
Free Library. 

12. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
for the maintenance of the Fire Department, 
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13. To see what action the Town will take in regard to pur- 
chasing of a Motor Truck or Combination Chemical for trans- 
portation of the fire apparatus and company to fires, raise 
money for same or take any action relative thereto. 

14, To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the purpose of defraying the cost and 
expense during the ensuing year of providing and maintaining 
hydrant service for the extinguishment of fires. 

15. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate to renovate and improve the Cemetery in the 
rear of the Town House, and the Colby burying yard. 

16. To see how much money the Town will vote to raise for 
the repairing and building of sidewalks. 

17. To see how much money the Town will vote to raise for 
payment of Electric Lights for the ensuing year and pass any 
vote relative therto. 

18. To see what action the Town will take relative to re- 
newing its contract with the Hillsboro Electric Light and 
Power Co., which expires April 10, 1923, for the purpose of 
lighting its streets with electricity, or to contract with any 
other company for the same purpose, or pass any vote re- 
lative thereto. ’ 

19.° To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men to have the Town Hall insured, raise money for the same 
or take any action relative thereto. 

20. To see if the Town will vote to reinsure the Tucker 
Free Library and raise money for the same. 

_ 21. To see what action the Town will take to prevent the spread 


of White Pine Blister, raise money for the same or take any action re- 
lative thereto. 


_ 22. To see if the Town will accept a bequest of $500.00 provided 
by the will of Ada Carr Dodge, upon certain terms and conditions and 
to pass all votes necessary thereto. 

_ 23. To take the sense of the qualified voters whether the alter- 
ations and amendments to the Constitution proposed by the Conven- 
tion to revise the Constitution shall be approved.

WATER WORKS DEPARTMENT 
Cogswell Spring Water Works. 

The Board of Water Commissioners .herewith submit. their 
finth annual repert. The financial report is for the year 
ending. January 31, 1923. 

During 1922, three new service connections. were made to 
the main pipe line. Very little new construction has been done. 
Several needed repairs were made at the different springs and 
reservoirs. In November the entire source of supply, which 
included all springs, wells and main reservoir was carefully 
inspected by an official of the State Board of Health. The 
sanitary condition of the system, which included all sources 
of supply and their surroundings from which water is collected 
was pronounced to be one of the best in the State. 

The consumption. of water increases each year thereby 
making it necessary to pump more water into the main reser- 
voir. This to a great extent is caused through carelessness 
on the part of a great many water takers in not paying more 
attention to leaky faucets. In making an inspection of the 
entire system we are sorry to report that tremendous loss of 
water from this source was discovered. If patrons would be 
more careful and use extra precaution to eliminate this un- 
necessary waste, the yearly cost of pumping would be wonder- 
fully reduced. December 27, 1922, a faucet sample was taken 
from the town system and sent to Charles D. Howard, State 
Chemist for analysis. The printed report received from this 
analysis stated that the sample “Represented water of ex- 
cellent quality.”

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the Henniker Scheol Board: 

I herewith submit my first annual report. It will not be 
for a full year for my term of service did not begin until 
August 1, 1922. 

Nine elementary schools have been regularly ia session, 
with a total enrollment of 206. The teachers with one ex- 
ception have had previous experience. This is a great advan- 
tage. One I hope we shall be able to miaintain. Permanency 
in the teaching force means more than any other one thing, 
for efficiency and real progress in the whole work of the 
schools. | 

THE AIMS OF EDUCATION 

The general aim of education is to train all the children 
in those qualities of life and character, which shall make them 
good and efficient citizens in the community, state and nation. 

The specific aims are, to develop in every child: (1) Amility 
to earn his living; (2) Willingness to contribute to the wel- 
fare of others; (3) Knowledge of how to use his liesure; (4) 
Knowledge of how to care for his health. All the efforts put 
forth by those concerned should be directed toward the at- 
tainment of these aims. 


50 


SCHOOL BUILDINGS 

All the buildings are in good repair and are sufficient to 
ttieet the needs of the different sections. The toilet rooms at 
West Henniker should be rebuilt and made adequate to the 
demands of the school. This matter is one of sanitary and 
moral importance. 

One session for the first and second grades at the central 
school is not a good idea as a matter of permanent policy. It. 
ean readily he shown that two short sessions for beginners: 
are preferable to one long. Therefore I recommend that we 
make plans, putting in more seats if necessary, to have the 
regular sessions for the first amd second grades. 

DOMESTIC ARTS AND MANUAL TRAINING 

‘Work in these departments has been very successful for 
the 7th and 8th grades. Larger appropriations for this prac- 
tical arts work would provide for expansion and deve!epment 
that. would mean a great deal for many of our young people. 
A visit to the school would convince every citizen of Henniker 
that the canning, cooking, sewing and shop work are all of 
great value to the children. 

THE HIGH SCHOOL 

The necessity for a high school education is now generally 
recognized by all classes. The question then in the minds of 
all thinking people is “What sort of an education shall it be?’ 
The answer is “One that will meet the needs of the community 
in. which. the school is located.” The Henniker high school, 
though it is doing very good work, is not meeting those needs 
as it should. I therefore recommend that a careful study of 
the situation be made under the direction of the school board 
and that the course of study be enlarged and liberalized so 
that the needs of the young people can be met more efficiently. 
In enlarging the course of study, it would be’highly desirable 
to have an additional man on the teaching force. 

The enrollment this year is 45. Too large a number have 
already dropped out. This unfortunate state of affairs is 
not wholly the fault of the scholar or the course of study. 
Here as elsewhere children are too willing to drop down and 
give up when the task becomes hard. 

In closing, I wish to express my appreciation of the kind- 
ly spirit of cooperation manifested ‘by teachers and members 
of the school board and also by the community. All this cordial 
goodwill makes the work much more worth while. ©
